The latest suspect in the sensational |° 


shotgun murder of Donaldson in a 
room at the fashionable Georgian Ter- 
race hotel here last July 350 an 
American sailor named Hollis, who has 
been referred to in recent dispatches 
from Rotterdam as “Tony Gilete.” 

A cablegram to The Constitution 
Wednesday night from its representa- 
tives in the Dutch city was to the ef- 
fect that Hollis, during a drinking 
bout with American sailors in Rotter- 
-dam Monday night, confessed that he 
killed Donaldson. 

Brought before the chief commis- 
sioner of police, the dispatch added, 
Hollis denied any knowledge of the 
crime, and there being no evidence 
to substantiate the statements of the 
other sailors concerning Hollis’ al- 
leged confession, the Rotterdam police 
were unable to detain him or to ex- 
tradite him to the United States. 

After deliberation with the Ameri- 
can consul, the dispatch added, the 
police founil a nice solution to the 
difficulty. Just before the City of 
Alton sailed for a non-stop voyage to 
Mobile, they brought Hollis aboard. 
though not as a prisoner, and warned 
the captain to keep an eye on him.

ployees under the civil service. 

Senator Wadsworth, republican, New 
York, was the only republican voting 
against the bill. The other opponents 
of the measure were Senators Brous- 
sard, Bruce, Edwards, Gerry and 
King, democrats. 

Several pronounced wets, including 
Edge, republican, New Jersey: Cope- 
land, democrat, New York, and Reed, 
democrat, Missouri, voted for passage 
on the ground that it would aid en- 
forcement of the Volstead act.

ERNEST A. CUTTS, 
UF SAVANNAN, DIES 


Prominent Cotton Broker 
Passes Away at Home of 
Daughter in Ansley 
Park. 


Ernest A. Cutts, 69, of Savannah, 
Ga., one of the best-known cotton 
brokers in the United States and for- 
mer imperial potentate of the Shrine 
of North America in 1920, died Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 
home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Perry, 55 Maddox drive, Ansley Park, 
following an illness of about ten day S. 

Mr. Cutts came to visit his dadgh- 
ter early last fall when his health 
began to fail. His condition was not 
considered serious, however, until the 
past two weeks. 

During his business career, he had 
won many prizes for his ability to 
predict the cotton acreage in the south. 
The contests haye been conducted by 
the Savannah* cotton ‘exchange and 
most years Mr. Cutts guessed the near- 
est to the government figures for cot- 
ton output. for the state and entire 
south. 

Not only was Mr. Cutts a promi- 
nent figure in business circles in Sa- 
vannah, but he was, one of the, most 
respected and active leaders in civic, 
social and fraternal circles of the city. 

During his term as imperial poten- 
tate of the Shrine of North American, 
Mr. Cutts visited practicaily 


Alaska and Honolulu. He was one of 
the best known fraternal workers iu 
the state of Georgia. 

Hundreds of leading cotton dealecs 
over the United States have at. vari- 
ous times visited Mr. Cutts at his 
palatial Savannah home, seeking his 
aid on important cotton topics. He 
was at all times ready and willing to 
aid his fellow business men on su! 
jects pertaining to the cotton busi- 
ness, of which he was an authority. 

Funeral in Savannah. 


The body of Mr. Cutts will be taken 
Thursday night, at 9:40 o'clock, over 
the Central of Georgia railroad, to his 
home in Savannah, Funeraléservices 
will be held Friday morning at the 
Independent Presbyterian church, of 
which he was a faithful member and 
worker. Interment will follow in the 
family plot in Bonaventure cemeters.

His signature made a law of the 
naval appropriation bill for the next 
fiscal year, carrying a total direct 
andi indirect, of $324,000,000. Two

on the new cruisers, are significant 
of the movement in congress to in- 
crease American navy preparedness in 
view of reported naval building 
abvoad. 

The measure provides for an en- 
listed strength of 83,500 men, as com- 
pared to budget proposals for 82,500 
and earlier reported budget decision t2 
hold down to 80,000 for next year. 
It also includes substantially increased 
provisions for naval aviation to round 
out the first year allotment of ‘the 
administration's five-year naval air 
service expansion program.

The public will recall a recent news 
dispatch from Washington announcing 
that the contract for carrying air mail 
over the newly-created route from 
New York to Atlanta, had been award- 
ed to Piteairn Aviation. Inc., of Phila- 
delphia, one of the leading aeronauti- 
cal manufacturing and operating com- 
panies of the east. 

The officials of this company spent 
several days in Atlanta recently con- 
ferring with citizens, A notable din- 
ner was given in their honor at the 
Athletic club. : 

The contract, which coters a period 
of four years, calls for a _ regular 
service every night each way, leaving 
at 9 o’clock and arriving at 6 o’clock 
the following morning. For all points 
south of Richmond this permits the 
saving of a full business day’s time in 
mail delivery between the south and 
New York city. 

Stops are to be made at New York, 
Philadelphia. Washington, Ricamond, 
Greensboro, N. C., and Atlanta. A 
feeder service will also be developed 
throughout the territory. The service 
links at New York with the lipe to 
Boston and with the western. lines. 
and at Atlanta with the Florida Air- 
ways, at present suspended but to be 
again in operation when the New 
York-Atlanta route is opened. 

The department of eommerce pro- 
poses to light the new airway out of 
the 1928 appropriations, to be avail- 
able July 1. 1927. 

Lighting will include a_ beacon 
every 10 miles. Emergency landing 
fields are to be provided every 30 
miles, with probably additional fields 
in the section south of Charlotte, 
where open country is scarce and fly- 


ing consequently more hazardous.

The Pitcairn company is well 
equipped with experience, planes, and 
personnel for the successful operation 
of the line. 

Flying operations have been con- 
ducted for some time at Hailowell, 
Pa, where the company maintains a 
fleet of 11 planes, and where over 12,- 
QOO passengers were carried during 
1926, Flying operations were also 
carried on at Ocean City, N. J., and 
at the sesqui-centennial] exhibition. 

The company’s field is the largest 
in -the east and possibly in the whole 
country, with an available acreage of 
over 300 acres located in the midst of 
ideal flying country. <A flying school 
is maintained here, which last year 
trained 73 students. 

The Pitcairn factory is located at 
Bryn Athyn, Pa. The eight special 
mail planes to be used on the new 
route will be built at this factory. The 
new planes will be powered with 
Wright Whirlwind engines of 200 
horsepower, giving the ships a cruis- 
ing speed of 105 miles an hour. 

Additional engines will be kept in 
reserve along the route to obviate in- 
terruption to the service, and extra 
pilots will be available at the flying 
fields to be established along the air- 
way. 

The line will go into operation in 
late summer, allowing time for the 


lighting of the route by the depart- 
ment of commerce, and for estab- 
lishment of landing fields by the 
municipalities. 

Harold F. Pitcairn, president of 
Pitcairn Aviation, Inc., is one of the 
leading figures in commercial aviation 
and also a pilot of considerable ex- 
perience.

The south has been keen for avia- 
tion from the beginning, and its rapid 
industrial growth has sharpened in- 
terest in quick transportation and 
communication with the north.

GETTING THE HEAT IN WHERE 
THE RHEUMATIZ. 

It was 40 years after the war and 
20 years ago or thereabouts that Cap- 
tain Brimstone (we'll call him) and I 
put over a good one on the pension bu- 
reau. The captain needed money and

The captain certainly had something 
the matter with his legs—flat feet or 
varicose veins or something, I forget 
just what it was. Of course he had 
no rheumatism, because there is no 
such entity. But he and I and the 
government were willing to let it go 
as rheumatism for the purpose of ar- 
ranging the pension matter. Rheuma- 
tism is just a term of convenience. 
You call it rheumatism when you don’t 
care just what does ail you or when 
you haven’t time to stop and explain 
what you really believe is the matter. 
Anyway, doctors do. 

Now, friends, if you have rheuma- 
tism please do not be angry or impa- 
tient with me. I take this attitude not 
just to be funny or flippant, but for 
the sake of your health. 
realize how earnestly I wish there 
were such an entity or disease as rheu- 


'matism, with some specific or curative 
I could} 


remedy or treatment which 
tell you about. But there isn't, and 
so we must make the best of the situa- 
tion. For my part, I'll keep on with 
my very unpopular preaching, and for 
your part you must either try to think 
I'm all wrong and inspired by some 
base motive or else you must con- 
sider what steps you will take to find 
out what your trouble really is. That 
may not insure restoration of health, 
but it will prove to you that after all 
Old Doctor Brady was right. Only let 
us hope this proof will come before it 
is to late to do anything for your 
trouble. 

A thoughtful reader contributes (be- 
low) a very plausible explanation of 
the old prejudice against “night air.” 
Our forefathers observed that day air 
was healthful and being of a gloomy 
temperament they twisted this into a 
fancy that the night air was harmful. 
(I suspect the night flying habit of the 
Anopheles mosquito, carrier of ma- 
laria, had a good deal to do with it.) 
Well, now, there is a similar associa- 
tion of dampness with “rheumatism,” 
and this association is still fondly 
cherished in the layman's imagination. 
Some of the older doctors lend at least 
passive support to it. Indeed, it was 
quite reasonable and regular to opine 
that Captain Brimstone got the rheu- 
matism from sleeping on the damp 
ground. That exposure to cold or 
damp weather, say going barefoot or 
bare knee, has some bearing on an in- 
dividual’s susceptibility to the various 
joint diseases, some of our best pliysi- 
cians still believe, although they no 
longer imagine there is such an entity 
as rheumatism. ; 

Whatever ground there may be tor 
the fancy that cold or dampness has 
something to do with such diseases 
(and I ean’t understand how any 
thinking persor can harbor such a no- 
tion today), anybody who has ever had 
a sprained ankle or almost any injury 
attended with pain, swelling. lameness, 
stiffness or inflammation, knows from 
experience that. heat gives relief and 
does good. 

From the lowly red flannel wrap- 
pings to the resplendent electricaily 
heated oven or lamp bath, innumer- 
able methods of applying dry heat 
have been employed with mere or Isss 
success in the treatment of a score of 
diseases which masquerade under the 
name of rheumatism. But of all these 
methods not one has been found which 
appreciably raises the :nternal temper- 
ature of a joint, muscle, tendon or 
other affected structure. 

Within the last year or two a meth- 
od of accomplishing this very thing 
has been made available to physicians. 
It is called diathermy, which means 
literally heating through. This 7zon- 
sists of a special form of radiant en- 
ergy, a type of electric current, which 
is converted to heat in the deep tis- 
sues. Diathermy has already amply 
established itself as a powerful wea- 
pon against a score of painful and 
disabling affections which have long 
defied the best efforts of tle healer. 
Physicians in every community are 
equipped with the necessry sk:!I and 
apparatus to administer this treat- 
ment. It would be unsafe in any otker 
hands. even if others than qualified 
se the appa- 
ratus. 

A patient with an obstinate frac- 
infully to the doctor's office, re- 
‘rating heat, and walks away ia com- 
fort and enjoys comfort for many 
hours or days after the treatment. 
This surely has not been possible with

any of the older forms of heat treat- 
ment. because until diathermy was in- 
troduced heat could not get in where 
the rheumatiz. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.

Physicians of former times ar- 
rived at certain conclusions, em- 
pirically. Perhaps this was how 
the night air bogie came about. 
As vou teach, we are benefited by 
the ultraviolet ray in sunlight and 
possibly by something like a vita- 
min in the air in the daytime.

Therefore night air is less bene- 
ficial than day air. The old 
timers observed this fact in their 
experience. They were more pes- 
simistie in the old days, we are 
more optimistic.

What the Congress Declared. 

“That, upon examination even of 
the meager debates by the fathers of 
the republic in the conventiton which 
framed the constitution, they find that 
the subject of this memorial was most 
fully and carefully coasidered and then, 
in that convention decided, after grave 
deliberation, to which the subject was 
entitled. that, as this country, the 
foundation of whose government thev 
were then laying, was to be the home 
of the oppressed of all nations of the 
earth, whether Christiaa or pagan, 
and in full realization of the dangers 
Which the union between church and 
state had imposed upon so many na- 
tions of the old world, with great 
unanimity, that it was inexpedient to 
put anything into the constitution, or 
frame of government, which’ might be 
construed to be a reference to any 
religious creed or doctrine. 

“And they further find that this de- 
cision was accepted by our Christian 
fathers with such great  una‘aimity 
that in the amendments which were 
afterwards proposed. in order to make 
the constitution more acceptable to 
the nation, noae has ever been pro- 
posed to the states by which this 
wise determination of the fathers has 
been attempted to be changed. Where- 
fore, your committee reports that it 
is raexpedient to legislate upon the 
subject of the above memorial.” 

Yet like memorials have been re- 
peatedly presented in the meantime 
and a so-called “Christian amend- 
ment” has been offered in recent 


congresses.

The Sentiments of 

Thomas Jeferson, the 
America’a democracy, was acutely 
sensitive about any sort of church 
domination of civil government. He 
had studied closely the effects of such 
alliances in the older nations over in 
Europe. He revolted against the al- 
liance of the Anglican church and 
the state of Virgraia, and hence his 
statute of religious freedom. 

That he was as radically opposed 
to political super-government by the 
Roman Catholic church was made 
plain in his Tetter to Baron von Hum- 
boldt, after the latter’s visit and ob- 
servations in Mexico. In it he said: 

“History. I believe, furnishes no 
example of a_ priest-ridden people 
maintaraing a free civil government. 

. and Mexico, where we learn from 
vou, that men of stiesee are not 
wanting, may revolutionize itself un- 
der better auspices.” 

Some persons, viewing present con- 
ditions ra Mexico. look upon that last 
sentence by Jefferson as something 
akin to a prophecy. 

Jefferson once wrote to a friend, 
saving “I have never told my religion 
to anyone and never asked to kaow 
that of another. It a matter 
solely between a man and his Maker.” 

And, when asked why he had pre- 
scribed, as president, no religious ob- 
servances on any public occasioa, he 
said: 

“IT have not done so, but have left

“Resolved, that the foundation of 
this union of states having been laid 
in, and its prosperity, expansion, and 
preeminent example in free govern- 
ment built upon, entire freedom in 
matters of religious concernment, and 
no respect of person in regard to 
rank or place of birth, no party can 
justly be deemed national, constitu- 
tional, or in accordance with Ameri- 
can principles which bases its ex- 
clusive organization upon religious 
opinions and accidental birth place.

States of America, agaitist Catholie 
and foreign-born is neither justified 
by the past histery or the future pros- 
pects of the country. nor ia tnison 
with the spirit of toleration and en- 
larged freedom which peculiarly dis- 
tinguishes the American system of 
popular government.’’

A Slogan of Victory. 

On that bold and uncompromising 
declaration the democratic party 
swept to a distinguished victory. Even 
then there were five know-nothings 
in the senate and 42 in the house of 
representatives at Washington. But 
in the election Buchanan, democrat, 
carried 19 states with 174 electoral 
votes; Fremont. republican, carried 
11 states with 114 votes; while ex- 
President Fillmore, “know-nothing.’® 
got only Maryland, the original Cathe 
oliec colony, with eight votes, having 
a plurality of 8,580 popular votes 
over Buchanan. 

That was the last election in which 
the know-nothings figured, their par- 
tisans dividing between the four 
parties that figured in the momentous 
campaign of 1860.

Problems which have _ placed the 
two wings of the staff at daggers’ 
points involving mainly a proposal to 
permit associates to cast a vote in all 


matters pertaining to administration 
of the hospital, and to retire all chiefs 
of departments after 10 vears service, 
have been materially modified so that 
both factions agree on them. 

Under rules proposed by the special 
rules revision committee appointed by 
the hospitals and charities committee 
of city council, the executive commit- 
tee would be elected by vote of mem- 
bers of the staff, associates voting on 
them. and this committee in turn 
would name all chiefs of departments. 
This, a certain group contend, would 
mean that the associates would con- 
trol the hospital instead of the older 
and more mature chiefs, and they held 
it would be dangerous to place patients 
at the mercy of a group of physicians 
who might have obtained their posts 
thtough political juggling.

FRENCH 


Washington, March 2.—()—The 
text of the offer of the French gov- 
ernment to pay $10,000,000 on its 
unfundc 1 $4,025,000,000 war.debt was 
announced at the treasury today, to- 
gether with the correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Mellon and Preinier 
Poincare. The payment which is ac- 
ceptable {> i1e treasury, will be made 
June 15, without prejudice to ratifica- 
tion of the Mellon-Berenger accord by 
either country. 

The formal offer was made two 
days ago, after Robert LaCour-Gayet, 
French finarzial representative, had 
conferred with treasury officials. <A 
payment of $20,000,000 as interest on 
the $400,000,000 war supply debt al- 
ready has been received from the 
French government. 

Treasury -officials expressed the 
opinion that the senate would follow 
the lead of the house and ratify the 
Mellon-Berenger agreement and that 
the French par!’> cnt also would ap- 
prove it. Should this be the c. se, it 
was said, the interest payment prob- 
ably would be accepted with the forth- 
coming amount as the $30,000,000 an- 
nual payment for 1926. 

Offer by France. 

The French offer which was ac- 
cepted under the conditions set out 
therein, follows: 

The French government will pay 
to the government of the United 
States on June 15, 1027, the sum of 
$10,000,000 on account of the existing 
debt of the French government to the 
United States exclusive of the debt 
arising from the. purchase of surplus 
War materials. 

“After a debt. funding agreement 
has’ been ratified, by the congress of 
the United States and the French 


rparliament it is understood that the 


said sum of $10,000,000 will be cred- 
ited to the annuities, provided for in 
such agreement. 

“The French government will con- 
tinue to make pay ‘ents on account 
of said war material purchase debt in 
accordance with the terms of the 
existing obligation of France now 
held by the United States. 

“It is understood that the forego- 
ing would in no way prejudice the 
ratification of the debt funding agree- 
ment conciuded on April 29, 1926. 

Poincare’s _ Letter. 

Premier Poincare’s letter of trans- 
mittal addressed to Secretary Mellon 
said: 

“IT have the honor to inform you 
that the French government has au- 
thefized me te deliver to you the 
enclosed deelaration by which they 
pledge themselves to pay the govern- 
ment of the United States on June 15 
next, the sum of ten million dollars 
without prejudice to the ratification 
by the Fretch parliament of the 
definitive agreements. 

“I am personally pleased by this 
result of our ccnversations. 

“Please accept, My Dear Mr. Sec- 
retary, assurances of my high con- 
sideration.” 

Mellon Accepts. 

Acceptance was conveyed under date 
of March 2 by Secretary Mellon in 
the following communication addressed 
to Premier Poincare: “I have re- 
ceived from the State Department 
your communication of March 1, 3927,

The prime minister and his wife 
emerged from the office to go to their 
car. They were surrounded by a 
group of several hundred persons. 
“Get back to your jigs’ was one cry 
shouted, referring :to Premier Bald- 
win’s favorite occupation of breeding 
pigs on his Worcestershire farm. 
‘Traitor’ was another cry hurled at 
him. 

In the midst of a bombardment of 
exclamations in Welsh, one man in 
an excited voice cried in English: 
“What about the men lying in the 
black vein?” 

The prime minister and his wife for 
a short time waited in the face of 
the hostility for their car to be 
brought to them. Mrs. Baldwin ap- 
peared deeply agitated and clung to her 
husband’s arm, while the premier, pale 
and also evidently agitated, continued 
smoking his pipe. As they were pre- 
paring to enter their car, some one 
shouted: “Down him,” and a half- 
hearted attempt of some of the miners 
to rush the car was made, but was 
frustrated by the police. 

Visit Stricken Homes. 


Despite the demonstration, the prime 
minister and Mrs. ~“aldwin later vis- 
tied several of the stricken homes and 
extended their sympathy to women 
who had lost husbands or sons. 

Evan Davis, member of parliament, 
accounted for the demonstration 
against the premier by the fact that 
the men and the women of the min- 
ing community were overwrought by 
the strain of the terrible experiences 
through which they had gone as a 
result of the disaster. 

One of the men rescued from the 
mine yesterday, after the explosion 
whicn caused the disaster, died today, 
bringing the death toll to 52, assum- 
ing that the 28 men entombed in the 
so-called black vein are dead. Vir- 
tually no hope held out for the 
latter but rescue attempts were con- 
tinued nevertheless,

Shanghai, March 2.—(4)—Shantung 
province troops of the northern’ alli- 
ance were hurried to the front south 
of Shanghai today to replace thousan Js 
of deserters fleeing before the Can- 
tonese at Sungkiang, 28 miles from 
this city. : 

The army of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
Fang, fallen ruler of five eastern prov- 
inces of China, its morale gone, ds«- 
moralized after its defeat at Hanz- 
chow, a fortnight ago, has disinte- 
grated. 

The large military and naval) forees. 
of foreign powers at Shanghai were 
believed more than adequate to cone 
with. possible disturbances by the thou- 
sands of leaderless former seldiers of 
Sun, who entered the city, or with ang 
situation that might arise should the 
(Cantonese push the Shangtung de- 
fenders to one side and plunge into 
Shanghaj. - The foreign troops num- 
bered about 12,000 and their war eraft 
numbering about 30, swarmed with 
fighting men. 

Treachery and betrayals played 4a 
large part in the collapse of Sun 
(huan-Fang, and the loss.of his five 
provinces, but he was reported to have 
retired from power with rich coffers. 

Go Over to Cantonese. 

Deserted by their generals, large 

numbers of Sun’s troops were said to 


ibe going over to the Cantonese army 


for enrollment, and only the arriving 
Shantung troops blocked the way of 
the Cantonese toward Shanghai. 

‘Lae Cantonese were believed to he 
bringing up heavy reinforcements 02- 
fore the new enemy confronting them, 
in the struggle to determine control 
of China by north or south. The ter- 
rain over which the southerners must 
advance to attack Shanghai is most 
diffi-ult, being cut up with rivers and 
canals, with bogs to make progress 
harder. ' 

Competent observers predict that the 
Cantonese may attempt te slip by the 
Shantung army and advancing by way 
of Lake Taibu. cut the railread at 
Soochow and attack their foe from the 
rear, Both sides have moved troops 
to that area.

Dr. Elliott was tbree times sen- 
tenced to be hanged for the murder 
of George RKivers, a hotel keeper, at 
LaGrange, Ga.. in 1908, but was later 
sentenced to life imprisonment and 
escaped from the Georgia state prison 
at Milledgeville in 1920. In April. 
1921, he was sentenced to 10 years at 
Houston, Texas, in a bank robbery, 
was paroled in June, 1925, and later 
is alleged to have violated the parole 
by stealing automobiles. 

Elliott said he was paroled in Texas 
by Governor Miriam Ferguson, and 
although it was known at the time 
that he had escaped from the Georgia 
prison, nothing was done about it. 

He apparently is not worried by the 
prospects of life imprisonment and 
freely talked with newspaper men. He 
has been practicing as a veterinary 
surgeon. he said, and following race 
meets. He said he had two horses at 
the recent meet here at Tampa Downs. 

Elliott attributed his arrest this 
time to his loyalty. He admitted he

resign within an hour, charges the 


| judge with violating the constitutional 


suarenty of freedom of the press ty 
suppressing an issue of Dale's news- 
paper, and violating the law goveru- 
ing selection of juries. 

Dale had waged war against Dearth, 
in Which he was joined by Muncie 
citizens, who, rebelling against the

Newspaper: readers are not seeking 
language for its own sake, to be rey- 
elled in for its classic austerity or 
its rounded grace; to be read and re- 
read, and rolled on an elocutionary 
tongue.

To Work in Cooperation 
With Life Underwriters 
on New Service Plan. 


Establishment immediately of a 
life insurance trust service in Geor- 
gia by the Citizens & Southern bank- 
ing system, in cooperation with life 
insurance underwriters, was an- 
nounced Wednesday night at a din- 
ner given at the Biltmore hotel at 
which H. Lane Young, executive man- 
ager of the Atlanta oftice of the sys- 
tem, presided as toastmaster. Details 
of the new service were outlined from 
the viewpoint of the banks by Gordon 
L. Groover, of Savannah, vice presi- 
dent of the Citizens & Southern bank, 
of Savannah, and from the viewpoint 
of the insurance men by Luther E. 
Allen, general agent of the North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany and president of the Life In- 
surance Underwriters association, of 
Atlanta. The results accomplished by 
big trust companies in the east through 
this service were outlined by W. L. 
Crocker, president of the John Han- 
cock Mutual Life Insurance company, 
of Boston. 

Under the proposed plan, as out- 
lined by speakers, the Citizens & 
Southern system will 
trust service which will enable the 
institutions in that system to admin- 
ister the life insurance trusts of in- 
dividual citizens in a manner similar 
to that in which trust companies now 
administer estates. This service will 
give fiduciary protection over a vast 
volume of life insurance now outstand- 
ing and now being written in record 
breaking amounts.

In announcing the new service to 
more than 100 leading insurance un- 
derwriters of Atlanta, which included 
representatives of all the leading life 
insurance companies. Mr. Young said 
the move of the Citizens & South- 
ern system was one which would have 
far-reaching economic consequences of 
benefit to the people of the entire 
state, 


“I firmly believe that never in the| 


economic history of the state has a 
sreater opportunity existed for two 
great forces to cooperate to such ma- 
terial advantage, not only to each oth- 
er, but to the general public they 
serve,’ Mr. Young said. “Life in- 
surance capitalizes ‘life value’ and is 
fast becoming recognized as the great- 
est creative ‘force in the building of 
a definite estate.

LAID TO BANKERS 


| Misappropriation of call money by 
officers of the defunct Bankers’ Trust 
company was charged Wednesday by 
District Attorney Clint W. Hager in 
trial of J. A. Sasser, P. J. Baker, 
John D. Russell and L. R. Adams in 
United States district court. Charges 
by the government were that the 
money was used for high salaries of 
officers, operating expenses and specu- 
lative ventures. 

W. D. Manley. president of the de- 
funct Bankers’ Trust company, drew 
a yearly salary of $40,000, Sasser 
drew $15,000 and Baker, Russell and 
Adams salaries in proportion. District 
Attorney Hager asserted in his claim 
that the call money sent in by mem- 
ber banks of the chain for investment 
was used to pay exorbitant salaries. 

Hager turther charged that officers 
of the company used call money to 
float their personal] notes, the govern- 
ment contending that Sasser floated 
$5000 in notes, Baker $69,000, and 
Russell, $34,000.

Cold Wave Calls Many 
Workers To Relief Serv- 
ice—Campaign Ends 
With Friday Luncheon. 


While freezing weather Wednesday 
and more forecast for today sent hun- 
dreds of shivering unfortunates swarm- 
ing to the city warden’s office and 
Community Chest agencies for relief, 
the American Legion divided its “Car-

He 
also urged all eligible men who intend

224 Palmer building and volunteer 
their memberships in order to lighten 
the workers’ burden in the emergency. 

“We have been laying the ground- 
work for this membership campaign 
for a long while and have had our 
goal set high for enrolling the largest 
membership in the history of the post, 
but in this emergency we believe that | 
we will best discharge the real duties) 
of legionnaires by devoting as much} 
time as need be to the buddies whose | 
families are in distress, rather than} 
to increasing our membership,” Com- 
mander Asa Warren Candler asserted. 

Many Needy Cases. 

The service committee of the legion, 
all of whose members had been active 
in the campaign during its first two 
days, were drafted into relief work 
Wednesday afternoon and a larger 
group will work with it Thursday. 

Many cases of distressing need were 
handled. by the legion committee Wed- 
nesday afternoon and Wednesday 
night. One veteran who had married 
since the war and is temporarily un- 
employed, secured adequate, clothing, 
fuel and blankets for three young chil- 
dren, whom the Jegion relief squad 
found huddled under two_ threadbare 
quilts and a number of thicknesses of 
newspaper. They had been put to bed 
Tuesday night with no prospects of 
release from their scanty protection 
until abatement of the cold wave. An- 
other veteran who has been ill, was 
reported by his wife, who had been 
taking in washing for several weeks, 
but was unable to continue because of 
the cold. 

“We fear that there are many more 
cases of similar nature of men wh’ 
have been in hard luck but who have 
been too proud to ask for help until 
an emergency of this kind has de- 
veloped, that forced them to ask help,” 
Commander Candler said. 

Drive Will Help. 

“The membership campaign will in- 
crease our funds for meeting emer- 
gencies like this afad also; we hope,

All months made new high 
ground for the movement, May selling 
up to 14.70 or 14 points net higher 
and 268 points above the low level of 
early last December. That delivery 
broke to 14.48 in late trading and 
closed at 14.49,: the general market 
closing barely steady, net unchanged 
to 14 points lower. 

The market opened steady, 4 to 15 
points higher, on a continuation of 
the recent buying movement promoted 
by firmness in Liverpool and bullish 
overnight spot advices from the south. 
March sold up to 14.68, July to 14.79, 
and December to 15.01 on this early 
demand, but these prices attracted in- 
creased southern offerings, while there 
also was heavy realizing by recent 
buyers. 

Trade buying continued, and the 
decline was checked by covering as 
prices approached the 14 1-2 cent 
level, but the market later worked 
through this point of resistance, ac- 
tive months showing net declines of 
5h to 14 points just before the close.

BUSINESS STABLE, 


SAYS 1926 REPORT 


——— 


Washington, March 2.—(/)—Busi- 
ness conditions in 1926 were charac- 
terized by unusual stability, D. R. 
Crissinger, governor of the federal 
reserve board, informed congress In 
the annual report of board activities. 

“Crop yields were generally large, 
says the report, “though the produc- 
tion of grain in the spring wheat area 
was considerably less than in 125, 
owing to drouth in the early spring 
and the yield and quantity of corn 
was curtailed by drouth in some 
states during the summer months and 
by a period of cold and rainy weather 
in the autumn. : 

“The cotton crop in 1926 of more 
than 18,000,000 bales was the largest 
on record. This crop, coming at a 
time of a considerable carryover from 
the year before, occasioned a further 
decline of the price of cotton to a 
level at which the total value of the 
larger crop in 1926 fell considerably 
below that of the smaller crops of 
other recent years. 

“Similar returns received by farm- 
ers in the cora belt and in some 
spring wheat states resulted in a de- 
crease of buying power for the agri- 
cultural population of these districts. 

“Analysis of the bank failures dur- 

ing the year indicates that the causes 
of the failures were for the most part 
not in current developments in 1926, 
but dated back to conditigas that have 
existed for a long time and to de- 
vyelopments of the past six or seven 
years. One fundamental cause of bank 
failure has been that. in many com- 
munities and especially in smaller 
communities, there were more banks 
than could profitably engage in the 
local banking business, and that many 
of th ese banks had insufficient capi- 
tal.” 
The report added that collapse of 
the Florida land boom caused suspen- 
sos of a number of small baaks in 
southern states, particularly Georgia 
and Florida.

CURB MARKET. 


New York, March 2.—Increasing cloudi- 
ness in the speculative atnrosphere on the 
curb developed throughout the morning ses- 
sion and by afternoon showers of liquidation 
were general. 

Losses ranged from fractions to several 
points throughout the active list with issues 
which recently have been active and strong 
suffering the most. In the afternoon the 
oils experienced the heaviest selling and 
their prices yielded all along the line, even 
the standard issues, notably Standard of 
Ohio, declining rather rapidly.

Alleged Veteran 
Declared Thiet, 
Crook and Fraud 


Washington, March 2—(#)—The 
strange case of Jerry ‘'Tarbot, who 
claims to have been shell shocked out 
of his memory durin;; the world war, 
reached a dramatic climax today when 
Chairman Johnson suddenly called a 
meeting of the house veterans com- 
mittee to prove that the supposed 
veteran is a draft dodger, a’ crook 
and a fraud. 

In a committee room packed with 
a curious throng, Johnson unfolded 
what he said was the true stopy of 
Tarbot’s life, declaring that his real 
name is Alexander DuBois, Jr., the 
son of a Frenchman and an Irish 
woman. 

The chairman then began examina- 
tion of a long list of witnesses 
through whom, he said, he would show 
that in the days Tarbot had insisted 
he was fightinf in France he actually 
was “stealing automobiles in San 
Francisco.” Among them was a de- 
partment of justice agent, who had 
looked up Tarbot’s record. 

Across the table from the man who 
has proved an enigma to members 
of congress whose aid was solicited 
in obtaining governmental relief, sat 
Mrs. Flora Dove- Lange, a_ rather 
plain woman of 42, who, in a calm 
and confident manner told of her mar- 
riage at Toledo, Ohio, in December 
1917, to “Howard Francis Noble,” 
and then nodded to the swarthy Tar- 
bot and said: 

“That is the man I married.” 

Mrs. Lange told of a stormy marital 
life in Erie, Penn., which lasted only 
two weeks, declaring she “could not 
stand Tarbot,’ and consequently left 
him to divorce him three months later 
in Detroit. 

If Tarbot recognized the woman 
he made no outward sign. 

After the day session had adjourn- 
ed, Chairman Johnson explained that 
he had “a clear case against Tar-

“to show that this man is a fraud 
I did not intend to push this case but 
some of the members of my committee 
were planning to recommend relief for 
Tarbot over my protests and I could

Although retail trade throughout 
the sixth federal reserve district was 
1.4 per cent less during January, 1927.
